Jever in this movement, he sald that, taken
out of the fleld of controversy, It would
justify itself to tha minds of the people
Whether s0 or not, that which the people
belleve in they will enforce, and that which
they do mot belleve ln cannol be forded upen
them.*

The Young Women's Christian associs-
tion board of dirsctors has lssued a ittle
pamphiot ihls week calilng public attemtion
to some of the facts concerping Lhe assoola-
tion snd its work, !n hope of stimulsting
publie Intsrest lo thelr plan for securing &
pew bulldiug.

The women of Valley and vielalty afford
aa admirable (llustration of what may ba
sccomplished through unity of effert re-
gardiess of the parrowing lines of club or
sect. For many years the chisl women's
crganisation of that place was the Womens'
Christisn Tomperance unlon, which aside
from the usual temperance work, devoted

!

other through organized effort, the matter
wan talked over and on March £ of this
year the Valley Womans' club was or-
ganized with fourteen members. A mem-
bership fee of 10 cents was charged those
joining during the first three months and
those coming Iin later were charged 28
centa. As both organizations drew thelr
membors from some distance in the country
and as the majority of the women were In-
teresied in both the club and the union, It
wan decided to bold both meetings on the
same day.

The union meets once & month for busi-
ness, sccupying the first hour of the after-
noon, and the club twice n month, the sce-
ond and fourth Thursdays, from 3 until §
o'clock. The first hour ls devoted to busi-
ness and the wsecond to soclabllity, which
usually takes the form of a Rensingion,
&ll the members bringing their work ex-
cepting the reador, who & chosen at the
meeting previous.

As & womans' club application was made
te the State Traveling Library commisalon
for bocks, which upon their arrival in May,
aroused general enthusiasm, the members
of the Valley Commercial viub offering to
house the ocollection im Its rooms, which
ars open three afternnons each woek, that
the public may have access to the collec-
tion. (Btill the women were not satisflad
and they determined to subsaribe to the
State Traveling Library association that
they might have booka all of the time, and
sceordingly the necessary §40 was ralsed
and the club s now In correspondence with
the secretary regarding thelr selection of
bhooks.

In addition Lo this achievement they are
working for a permanent free town Hbrary,
and on Monday evening Inst a meotling was
called of the town council and representa-
tive clitizens to discusa the project and de-
cide how much assistance the town could
give It aslde from the 2 mill levy allowed
by law. Tha plan proposed by the woman
was woll received, but it was belleved best
to allow them to continye In charge of the
work, recelving its funds and donations. It
will be impossible to make a lavy for Its
support this year, however. But at the
regular councll meeling te be held Monday
evenltig that hody Is to cansider what
financial belp It cam give out of the Ninda
already on hand.

At its last meeling the union decided Lo
mpply for ald iu the support of & callection
from thé Purity Cilrculating llbrary,
founded by Rey, A. J. Wheeler of Cralge-
clare, N. Y. It {a o fres traveling Ubrary
offered to any union that will cireulats and
care for Iis books and pay a yearly fee in
properiton to ita abllity. Thia collection,
it is thought, will prove a valuable addi-
tion to the books of the Nebraska Travel-
tog Library commission. It 18 the ambition
of the women, end they bid fair to realizs
i, to secure to the town of Valley, within
the coming five yeass, & free library of at
Jeant 1,000 volumes. Thelr unselfish work
and Its walue bas received recoguition
throughout the community and the men are
willing to cu-operate with thesm s thelr

efforts, It Is the intemtion of the club to
joln the Nebraska Federation of Womens'
clubs as soon as possible, but up to the
present time all of its funds have been ab-
sorbed in the lbrary work.

The cooking classes that bave been held
three times a week &t Tenth Street City
mission this summer, closed their work on
Friday with something more than their
usual demonsiration. Joe cream and calle
wera prepared by the girls and served dur-
ing the social bour, The work which has
been supported by the members of the
household economics department, under the
suptrvision of Mra. Harrlet McMurphy, has
bocn most successful and will be resumed in
the fall. Missa Magee will spend a part of
next week In the country below Council
Blufls recuperating after her season's work
in the mission., She will take with her two
little ooes from the mission neighborhood
who have been ML
